NEW YORK. April 27.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) A Herald special from off

‘The Puritan steamed in behind the 
New York and engaged the fortifica- 
tion on Point .Maya, while the New 
York went to starboard close up to 
land and poured shells into Rubal 
Caya. 

“The Cincinnati, which had 
well astern under orders, signalled for 
permission to engage, and received it, 
and soon was firing her guns at the 
fort on the west side ofthe bay. 

“The batteries fired explosive shells, 
and most of them fell wide of the mark. 

“Oneé burst just beyond the stern of 
the New York, and a Shrapnel shot ex- 
ploded above her. 

“It took the ships just eighteen min- 
utes to silence the batteries. 

THE LAST SHOT. 

“The last shot fired by the Spanish 
came from Point Rubal Caya. The Puri- 
tan replied with one of her 12-inch 
guns. The shell struck’ the battery 
with wonderful accuracy and blew up 
a portion. After waiting in vain for 
the Spanish to renew the engagement, 
the ships withdrew, ieaving both bat- 
teries in ruins. 

“When Rear-Admiral Sampson on 
the flagship New York left the cruising 
ground today to pay a visit to Matan- 
zas and Cardenas, he made up his mind 
that something had to be done with the 
very aggressive Spanish artillerymen 
manning: batteries out that way. They 
had twice fired on the torpedo boat 
Foote. 

“The New York led: the way into the 
Bay of Matanzas. The Puritan was a 
few hundred yards astern on the port 
side, and the Cincinnati remained be- 
hind a slightly greater distance astern 
on the starboard side. Lines drawn 
from ship to ship would have inade an 
almost perfect triangle. A few minutes 
before 1 o'clock, there was a puff of 
smoke from the east shore and an 8- 
inch shell whizzed toward the New 
York and fell short. The range of the 
east battery was nearly seven thousand 
yards but the flagship promptly opened 
fire with her 8-inch guns. 

A BEAUTIFUL SIGHT. 

“The engagement in a few minutes 
became general. Continuing to cut 
loose with her guns starboard and port, 
as well as. fore and aft, the New 
York steamed quickly in and. circled 
around westward toward Point Rubal 
Caya, while the Puritan swung to star- 
board to engage the Maya battery, the 
more formidable, and the fire from it 
was more frequent, but the shells fell 
short. 

“The New York ignored this battery 
after a minute, and proceeded to pay 
all. attention to the battery on Rubal 
Caya, being pushed to completion. It 
was a beautiful sight. The New York 
had soon reduced the range from 7000 
to 3000 yards, amd soon was tossing 
shells into Rubal Caya at the rate of

CINCINNATI COMES IN. 

“All this time the Cincinnati had re- 
mained out of the action. One can 
readily imagine the distress and im- 
patience of Capt. Chester and his en- 
thusiastic crew not being allowed to 
take a hand in the first battle of the 
war. Capt. Chester signaled for per- 
mission to engage, and/it was granted 
by the flagship. The Ci 
time ‘than, it takes és ‘tell it, © then 
steamed up with 2000 yards, broadside 
on, and began to'let fly with her guns 
at the batteries. The New York was 
just giving the signal to retire when 
one defiant shot was fired from the 
Rubal Caya. It was the last shot that 
the battery was ever to fire. 

A GOOD SHOT. 

“One of the big guns on the Puritan 
followed back. It was the best shot of 
the day. It struck the battery just 
where the gun was, tore its away into 
the earthworks and exploded, doing 
great destruction. Capt. R. J. Mac- 
hugh, an artillery officer of the British 
army, who was a spectator of the en- 
gagement from the Herald’s boat, said 
it was one of the best shots he had 
ever seen made, 

“Having practically demolished the 
Spanish batteries, the ships stood out 
to sea. Not a shell had struck one of 
them, but there had been three nar- 
row misses of the New York. The 
Spanish fired shrapnell once, which 
burst above the ship; one shell struck 
just fore of her, and another struck 
just aft. 

POOR MARKSMANSHIP. 

“The fact that the Spaniards failed to 
strike such a large target as the New 
York, towering as she does like a house 
out of water, was taken as evidence 
that they were not good marksmen. 
On the other hand, every shot the New 
York fired after she got the range, 
pitched right into the batteries. 

“In point of time the engagement 
lasted eighteen minutes. The Herald 
dispatch boat rounded the fleet, after 
the engagement, and not a single cas- 
ualty was reported. 

“The Puritan and Cincinnati were 
left on guard at Matanzas and the 
New York returned to her old position. 

“The United States ships fired eighty- 
six shots at the forts, by actual count 
from the Herald’s dispatch boat Som- 
mers N. Smith. The forts fired prob- 
ably twenty-five shots. 

A GOOD AUGURY. 

“But far more important than the 
destruction of the Matanzas batteries 
is the conclusion about the future which 
may be drawn from the bombardment. 
This is that Havana is absolutely at 
the mercy of the United States fleet 
whenever we choose to open fire. Ad- 


| miral Sampson today. with guns which 


amount toless than one-tenth or his fight- 
ing force, silenced practically three bat- 
teries in eighteen minutes.

Sampson’s Ships in Short Order.

ON BOARD THE FLAGSHIP NEW 
YORK, off Matanzas, April 27, 2 p.m.— 
The New York, the Puritan and the 
Cincinnati bombarded the forts at the 
mouth of Matanzas Harbor this after- 
noon. There were no casualities on 
our side, but it is believed that the hail! 
of iron which pounded in the forts 
must have caused loss of life to the 
Spaniards, though nothing is known 
definitely. 

The engagement. commenced at 12:57 
and ceased at 1:15. 

The object of the attack was to pre- 
vent the completion of the *arthworks 
at Punta Gorda. 

A battery on the castward arm of the 
bay opened fire on the flagship, and 
this was also shelled. About twelve 
8-inch shells were fired from the east- 
ern forts, but all fell short. 

About five or six light shells were 
fired from the half-completed battery. 
Two of these whizzed over the New 
York, and one fell short. 

The ships left the bay for the open 
sea, the object of discovering the 
whereabouts of the batteries having 
been accomplished. 

In the neighborhood of 300 shots were 
put on board from the three ships ata 
range of from four thousand to seven 
thousand yards. Rear-Admiral Samp- 
son when asked if he was satisfied with 
the result, said: 

“Yes, Iam. I expected to be.” 

The half-completed Spanish earth- 
works and battery were apparently 
blown up by the shells. 

All the ships engaged showed excel- 
lent marksmanship throughout the en- 
gagement, and when they were firing 
at the shortest range — every shell 
took effect. 

The forts which were bombard- 
ed were on a Jow- -lying point, 
and were considered merely earth- 
works. They did not make good 
target, yet when the big guns were 
fired at the shortest range, portions of 
the fort could be seen flying in the air 
at every shot. 

The flagship returned to Havana and 
the Puritan and Cincinnati were left 
on the Matanzas station. 

NO OFFICIAL NOTICE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—So far as 
M has been learned, the officials of the

Naval Battle Expected in 
the Far East, 


Admiral Dewey's Fleet en Route 
to the Philippines, 


Spanisi’ Ships Said to Have Gone 
Out to Meet Him. 


Great Interest Taken in the Test of 
Naval Strergth That Will Prob. 
ably Take Place—No Fears as 
to the Outcome, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

NEW YORK, April 27.—[{Exclyue 
sive Dispatch.] A Washington specia] 
to the Tribune says: “Interest here 
in the conduct of the war is fast con- 
centrating on the situation in the Far 
East, where the first test of strength 
between the navies of Spain and the 
United States seems destined to occur 
within the next two or three days. 

“Cable dispatches from Madrid re- 
ceived through London report the 
Spanish fleet at the Philippines to be 
preparing to do battle with the Aslatie 
squadron under _command_of_ Commo- 
dore Dewey, and as the American men- 
of-war have now cut loose from all 
former bases of supply and can only. 
establish themselves in port again by 
capturing Manila, a speedy collision 
between the two forces appears to be 
inevitable. 

“Were it not for the marked superior- 
ity of Commodore Dewey's fleet over 
the motley collection of vessels now . 
used under Admiral Mantejo for the 
defense of the Philippines, the adminis- 
tration would be justified in feeling . 
some anxiety over the result of the im- 
pending encounter. : 

“The American squadron, if checked 


or defeated, would experience great 
difficulty in making good its retreat to 
port’ awheis new supplies of coal, 
provisions and ammunition could be > 
obtained, and its value as a factor in 
the present war would be practically 
eliminated for several months to come. 

“But the fighting stremgth of the 
Asiatic squadron, which includes the 
fine cruiser Otympia, the cruisers Balti- 
more, Boston, Raleigh and Concord, 
the gumboat Petrel and the converted 
revenue cutter McCullough, so over- 
matches that of the Spanish fleet off 
Manila that the first general action be- 
tween the two is expected here to re- 
sult in a decisive American victory. 

“If Manila falls into the hands of 

Commodore Dewey’s squadron it can 
at once be converted into a base of 
supplies, and coal, ammunition and 
other war material can be dispatched 
at once in sufficient quantities to the 
Philippines from San Francisco and 
other ports on the Pacific. 
' “The American fleet is due off Manila 
today or tomorrow, and news of an 
engagement by sea is expected at any 
moment. 

“The prospects of a naval encounter 
in the Atlantic still seems more or less 
distant. The uncertainty here as to 
the movements of the Spanish battle- 
ship Pelayo and her supposed consorts 
makes the execution of any definite 
plans for a naval campaign at present 
impossible. 

“Though the blockade of Cuban ports 
is to be vigorously maintained, the 
Navy Department is prepared at any 
time to summon north for junction with 
Commodore Schiey’s flying squadron 
the more heavily-armed fighters of the 
Key West fleet. An offensive move- 
ment of either the Cadiz or Cape Verde 
squadron, or both combined, could thus 
be met without materially affecting 
the efficiency of the Cuban blockade. It 
is scarcely believed, however, that the 
Pelayo and her consorts will attempt 
to cruise across the Atlantic at this 
juneture, their present scheme of opera- 
tions being more likely to be restricted 
to the pursuit and capture in mid- 
ocean of any stray American steame- 
ships following main- traveled Atlantic 
routes.” 


ADMIRAL DEWEY’S PLANS, 


His First Object is to Capture the 
Spanish Fleet. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, April 28.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] The Hongkong correspondent of 
the Daily Mail says that United 
States Consul-General Williams, after 
spending the evening ashore with 
Consul Wildman, accompanied the 
American squadron. Thirty insurgent 
leaders here wanted to accompany it, 
but Chief Aguinaldo, as their repre- 
sentative, will take charge of the in- 

surgent forces at Manila. 

Admiral Dewey has issued strict ore 
ders that no barbarous or inhuman 
acts are to be perpetrated by the in- 
surgenis. The primary object is the 
capture of the Spanish fleet, which Ad- 
miral Dewey thinks more important ~ 
than capturing Manila. He is deter. 
mined to prevent its preying upon 
American vessels. On reaching Manila 
he will demand its capitulation within 
half an hour of his arrival. His men 
are in the best of spirits and in ex- 
cellent health. There have been nine 


desertions, including six. Chinese, one 
Italian and one German during the 
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fleet's stay at Honekons. Every prep- 
aration has been made. The ships are 
cleared and painted for battle, and the 
general opinion is that the fight in 
these waters will result In an éasy vic- 
tory for the Americans. Dewvy's ships 
Carry 122 wuns, as against ninety-six 
of the Spanish fleet. 

‘The coiperation of the American 
fleet with the rebels has been kept a 
Strict secret. The latter await the ar- 
rival of the fleet, when Manila must 
soon succumb. Its defenses are in a 
wretched state. The Americans in the 
Philippines are anxious to see British 
rule established there, and the report 


has been favorably received. The 
Manila press, on the contrary, says 
there is great enthusiasm among the 


population for Spain, and that an ob- 
stinate resistance will be offered to 
the Americans, but the papers qualify 
their bold allegation by referring to 
the “phlegmatic character of the na- 
tives, which prevents any excited ex- 


pression. of opinion.” 


These journals say, too, 
treason of a few hundred or a_ few 
thousand rebels does not affect the 
Virtue of the race, and they haughtily 
@dmit that the Philippines will prove 
worthy of Spain. 

The Governor of the Philippines has: 
issued several proclamations. One re- 
quired all the able-bodied Spaniards to 
enroll themselves for military services, 
and accorded permission to foreigners 
to join. Exemption is granted to all 
American citizens, One extraordinary 
proclamation has excited great disgust 
here. It asserts that “the American 


people are composéd Of all social 


crescences, Who have ‘exhausted our 
patience and provoked war with their 
perfidous machinations, their acts of 
treachery and their outrages against 
the law of nations and _ international 
conventions.”’

Gen. Primo de 
Rivers is so disgusted with the govern- 
ment not carrying out his recommen- 
dations for reforms that he has insisted 
upon being relieved. 

Spain seems to be resorting to foul 
tactics to kill the rebellion. At the end 
of March 15 the rebels were holding 
a meeting in a house in Manila. The 
news got to the authorities and the 
house was surrounded, with the result 
that upon their refusal to surrender, 
about ten so-called insurgents were 
killed, some forty wounded and the re- 
mainder taken prisoners. They @id not 
linger long in confinement, being re- 
Jeased by death. This massacre aroused 
intense indignation. ‘ihe Japanese offi- 
cials declare that it becomes more evi- 
dent than ever as events progress and 
develop, that neither the present gov- 


“ernment nor the Philippime rebels can 


ever govern the islands as they ought 
to be governed, with a view to the rea- 
sonable development of this paradise 
of the earth.

PORTO RICO’S FORTIFICATIONS, 


New Battery. Submarine Explosives 
and Barge of Dynamite. .« 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, April 27.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from San Juan, Porto 
Rico, describes the efforts of Spain to 
fortify the harbor. Good progress has 
keen made with a new battery to the 
east of San Cristobal Castle. where 
fourteen breech-loading Honto cannon 
have beén mounted. 

The most effective defenses are the 
submarine explosives with necessary 
attachments. These, together with 20 
tons of dynamite, wer stored aboard 
a barge which has been towed to the 
head of the harbor. This boating mag- 
azine is guarded night and day by an 
armed boat’s crew, which _ encircles 
the vessel. 

The Spanish forees were augmented 
on April 15 by a battalion of soldiers. 
The men were in a state that retlected 
the greatest discredit on the officers. 
Some were so sick and weak that they 
were compelled to fall out of the yanks 
and crawl to the barracks as best they 
could. It is not intended to keep them 
in the city,the idea being to draft them 
off in companies to outposts in inte- 
rior towns which are very ineffectively 
guarded at present. 

The hatred of Spain in Porto Rico is 
as bitter as in Cuba, and the common 
people would welcome am invasion by 
the United States forces. There have 
recently been strikes and rioting on the 
sugar plantations.

MILES-HAS ANOTHER CONFERENCE 
WITH THE DELEGATES. —

Arrangements Made for Landing 
Two E-~peditions on the Island 
With Munitions for the Insur- 
gents — Recognition Again Up- 
permost. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT, 
® WASHINGTON, April 27.—Another 
eonference has been held between 
Gen. Miles, commanding the United 
States forces, and representatives of the 
Cuban civil and military authorities. 
The latter included Sefior Quesada, 
charge d'affaires of the Cuban Lega- 
tion; Brig.-Gen. Nufiez and Lieut. Ar 
tiago of the Cuban army. Artiago has 
seen seventeen months’ service in the 
field, and Nufiezhas an intimate know!- 
edge of all the ports of Cuba, having di- 
rected the movements of all filibuster- 
ing parties. The conference brought 
about a full discussion of the plans of 
cojperation between the United States 
and Cuban forces. The details of this: 
‘codperation are guarded with the 
strictest secrecy. ae 

The exploit of Lieut. Rowan in land- 
ing near Santiago has been known for 
several days to both the United States 
and Cuban authorities, as they co- 
operated in executing this move. The 
Cuban authorities heres furnished the 
guides and necessary papers to see 
Lieut. Rowan through the Cuban lines. 
It is in the execution of plans outlined 
in these dispatches Monday for a land- 
ing at Santiago and Sagua, two points 
on the Cuban coast, one north and one 
south, respectively, with a view to 
effecting a juncture with both Gen. 
Gomez and Gen, Garcia. Now that 
Lieut. Rowan is on his way to effect 
a juncture at Santiago, it is not im, 
probable that another juncture will be 
made by way of Sagua. 

The first purpose of these movements, 
it is understood, is to bring about a 
full equipment of the insurgent forces, 
rather than to secure a joint movement 
between them and the United States 
troops. It is said that Garcia and 
Gomez together can muster 35,000 men 
and that they will be able to make a 
strong forward movement on Havana 
as soon as they have arms, ammunition 
and medical supplies. The latter, par- 
ticularly quinine, are said to be greatly 
needed. The understanding among 
those best acquainted with the plans of 
coiperation is that the Cuban forces 
will advance on Havana and make a 
land siege, in codperation with the 
blackade now in progress by the United 
States warships. 

In this connection there is renewed 
talk of recognition of the Cubans, at 
least their belligerency, and possibly 
their independence, and confident hop¢s 
are expressed today in high Cuban cir- 
cles that recognition would be granted 
within the next two weeks. One of the 
first effects of this, it is said, would be 
to give the Cubans an official status at 
Washington, instead of their present 
unofficial status. The conferences now 
being held with Gen. Miles and other 
officials are being productive of im- 
portant results, and yet they are neces- 
sarily unofficial in character, owing to 
the unrecognized state of the Cubans. 
Now, however, that Gomez and Garcia 
are being recognized as material factors 
in the contest and are being treated 
with by the War Department, the de- 
sirability of their recognition, at least 
as belligerents, is being urged as war- 
ranting formal recognition. It is said 
the codperation already established is 
in itself a recognition of the de facto 
existence of the Cuban army and of 
belligerency and that the de jure recog- 
nition should follow. While these hopes 
are renewed in Cuban circles, it can- 
not be learned that the administration 
has modified its attitude against recog- 
nition of any character. 

In the event of Cuban recognition, it 
is probable that President Palma-of the 
Cuban junta would be the first minister 
accredited from Cuba, with Seflior Que- 
sada as charge d'affaires at Washing- 


ton, and Sefor Albert as first secre- 
tary. 

\. FUTILE CHASE. 
KINGSTON (Jamaica,) April 27.—

W. Laird Clowes Draws Invidious 
Comparison,

LONDCN, April 28S.—[ By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] W. Laird Clowes, the naval 
critic, has written a long article en- 
titled “Some of the Problems of the 
War,” in which he says: 

“Spain's most noteworthy point of 
superiority lies in her torpedo flotilla, 
but the Spanish boats are nearly all 
old, and it is feared, in rather bad 
order. Battleships cannot be impro- 
vised or quickly built, while torpedo 
boats can be adapted or constructed 
in a short time. Therefore, it is 
worth bearing in mind that, in those 
material elements which it is least 
easy to create, the United States has 
superiority from the first. 

“There is more difference in the per- 
sonnels of the two navier. I do not 
hesitate to say that the natural, as 
well as the acquired qualifications of 
the American naval officers afe miles 
ahead of those of the Spanish. Indeed, 
there is no room _ for. comparison. 
Moreover, the American naval officers 
have steadily faced and carefully 
studied the problems which they are 
now grappling with, while the Span- 
iards have shirked the disagreeable 
subject. 

“Concerning the men, a casual ob- 
server is liable to be woefully § mis- 
taken. When hard work is to be done, 
the Americans do it with an intelli- 
gence and go, to which the Spaniards 
are absolutely strangers. Spain can- 
net afford to essay an organized or 
formal attack upon the United States 
coast.

NEW YORK, April 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Washington plans of 
the War Department for sending arms 
and ammuntien to-.the insurgent army 
in Cuba under an escort of United 
States troops, have been practically 
completed. That: part of the programme 
not yet arranged, is the date of em- 
barking the expedition, and the ex- 
act. points on the Cuban coast on 
which it will land. _ 

It has not been absolutely determined, 
either, who will command the expedi- 
tion. These two matters will be at- 
tended to as soon as the department 
hears from Lieut. Rowan and Capt. 
Dorst. Lieut. Rowan was sent to 
Cuba last. week with orders to com- 
municate to Gen. Garcia, the govern- 
ment’s plans for supplying the insur- 
gents with rifles and ammunition. 

The War Department received a dis- 
patch today from Kingston, Jamaica, 
to the effect that Lieut. Rowan had 
landed safely in Cuba, Monday. It is 
thought here that he is now in Garcia’s 
camp. 

Capt. Dorst left Washington yester- 
day for Key West, and it was learned 
that his destination is the camp of the 
commander-in-chief of the insurgents 
with other and further information for 
Gen. Gomez. When the department 
receives reports from both these agents, 
the expedition to Cuba will start. 

From a person who has peen in con- 
ference with Secretary Alger and Gen. 
Miles, it was learned that the expedi- 
tion may leave Tampa Tuesday. Ac- 
cording to the present plan, the ex- 
pedition will be landed in two divisions. 
The man now slated to command the 
expedition is Brig.-Gen. Shafter, now 
commanding troops mobilized at New 
Orleans. There are several reasons for 
selecting Gen. Shafter for this mis- 
sion. 

One reason is that the force will be 
made up almost entirely of infantry, 
and, judged by his record, there is no 
better infantry officer in the army. The 
vessels to be used for transporting the 
expedition to Cuba will be, according 
to the present plan, steamers of the 
Plant system which are now laid up at 
Tampa. | 

These steamers have been idle since 
the opening of hostilities and could be 
got ready on short notice for the use of 
transports. When the expedition em- 
barks, the landing on Cuban soil will be 
made under the guns of a sufficient 
number of our warships to protect the 
troops from land attack. . 

Unless all plans miscarry, aS soon as 
our troops land, the forces of Gomez 
and Garcia will have taken such posi- 
tion that immediate communication. can 
be established between the insurgents 
and Gen. Shafter. Guns and ammuni- 
tion will be turned over, and a land at- 
tack on Havana will be undertaken at 
once.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—There 
was some discussion today in the Sen- 
ate Committee on Portoffices and 
Post Roads, of the bill introduced by 
Senator Chandler to provide for a 
popular loan through postal savings 
banks, and the suggestion was made 
that it might furnish a more accept- 
able means of raising funds for the 
war than the bond clause of the House 
Revenue Bill. The measure provides 
for the issuance of postal savings 
notes of £50 and $100, payable to bearer 
and bearing 3 per cent. interest. A 
subcommittee was appointed for the 
consideration of the details of the bill. 
It was noticeable that all the mem- 
bers of the Postoffice Committee pres- 
ent, including Republicans as well as 
members of other parties, expressed a 
desire to avoid a bond issue if possible. 

The Postal Savings Bill was also un- 
der consideration, and the opinion was 
expressed that the committee would 
be able to report upon this measure 
after one or more meetings. 


PRIZE COURT MEETS. 


The Tribunal Begins Its Sessions at 
Key West. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

KEY WEST, April 27.—The prize 
court of inquiry appointed by United 
States Judge Locke at Jacksonville on 
April 24, to adjust the questions relat- 
ing to the capture of prize vessels, met 
here today. 

G. B. Patterson of this city presided, 
and the proceedings were conducted in 
secret. The findings will not be an- 
nounced until the entire.matter has 
been disposed of. The case of the Cata- 
lina was the first to be heard. 

There is considerable speculation as 
to what disposition will be made of 
the crews and passengers who were 
aboard the prizes when captured.

CUBAN COASTING STEAMER TAKEN 
IN BY THE TERROR.

Seventy Thousand Dollars of Silver 
Specie Aboard Besides Wine and 
Bananas—Several Smaller Prizes, 
Firing at Matanzas. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
KEY WEST (Fla.,) “April 27.—The 
Ambrosio Bolivar, a little Cuban coast- 
ing steamer, taken by the’ monitor 


‘Terror last night off Cardenas, arrived 


here tonight. The Bolivar looked like 
a toy boat as the prize crew brought 
her in. But the little Spaniard was 
richer than she looked, as was learned 
when $70,000 of silver specie was found 
stored away in her, besides a cargo of 
bananas and 300 casks of wine. She 
was bound from Port Limon, Costa 
Rica, for Havana, by way of Cardenas, 
with seven passengers and a crew of 
ten. ,One blank shot from the ‘Terror 
brought the steamer to. Upon her ar- 
rival at Key West the silver was trans- 
ferred to the naval station, where it 
is under strong guard. ~ 

About the time this capture was 
made, the Norwegian steamer  Uto 
Capt. McBroms, from Philadelphia for 
Cardenas, with 1200 tons of coal, at- 
tempted to run the blockade and land 
her cargo, but she was summarily 
turned back to Key West, where she 
arrived this afternoon. 

_ The monitor Terror on Sunday took 
a little prize, news of which was first 
learned today—the Spanish . schooner 
Saco, with a cargo. of ,sugar. 

Paymaster Sampson and 4three men 
were put on board as a prize crew and 
ordered to bring her here. They had 
not arrived up to this evening, and it » 
is said the Saco has not been sighted. 
No alarm is felt, however, as all the 
Spaniards but the captain were taken 
off the schooner.. ‘ 

Incoming boats. today report’ the 
blockade situation unchanged, and all 
peaceful about the Havana division of 
the fleet. A report came from Carde- 
nas, however, on good authority, al- 
though otherwise unconfirmed, that 
the torpedo boat Foote, which drew fire 
from the Matanzas’ batteries a few. 
days ago, was fired on again yesterday 
by three gunboats and two torpedo 
boats, that were laying mines in 
Cardenas Harbor. 

The cruiser Detroit had a lively two 
hours’ chase after a mysterious gun- 
boat Monday night. A torpedo boat 
reported ‘Spanish gunboat to the west- 
ward,’’ and a little later the battle- 
ship Iowa signaled the Detroit: “Two 
Spanish gunboats to the westward.” 
The Detroit started at once on the 
search, but after thoroughly scouring 


the waters, she found no trace of the 


enemy, and returned to the fleet. : 
NAVAL CADET’S BLUNDER.

AT THE CRESCENT CITY. 


First Infantry Reaches Its Destina- 
tlon—Levees Threatened. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW ORLEANS (La.,) April 27.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] The First Regi- 
ment of Infantry, commanded by Col. 
Evan Miles, reached here today from 
the Presidio; near San Francisco, Cal. 
The soldiers have been seven days on 
the road, and during the progress of 
the trip were tendered more ovations 
than usually falls to the lot of the most 
valiant warriors. 

The train bearing the first arrived 
in three sections, the first section rolling 
into the depot at 6 o’clock and the oth- 
ers following at intervals of one hour 
each. There were upward of three 
thousand people at the depot when the 
soldiers arrived, and on the streets 
along the line of march was a com- 
pact mass of cheering and gesticulating 
humanity. 

As soon.as the last section of the spe- 
‘cial train reached the depot the com- 
panies were placed in marching order 
and the start for the fair grounds was 
made. The First Regiment brought 517 


from the Golden Gate was made with- 
out accident, save when the section of 
the special containing the Second Bat- 
talion was run into, head on, by a west- 
bound freight, forty-five miles west of 
El Paso, resulting in the death of a 
tramp traveler and the smashing of a 
few escort wagons. 

The regiment arrived here altogether 
and was the first coming to this city 
which has marched up the _ historic 
Esplanade, all at one time. They pre- 
sented a splendid appearance and 
stretched out their length nearly three 
blocks. Leaving the depot about 9:45 
o'clock, the advance guard ahead of the 
band made the way, and behind the 
latter came Col. Miles and his adjutant, 
Lieut. Everett E. Benjamin. Co. F led 
and Co. D carried the Stars and Stripes 
and the regimental colors. 

By. 10:30 o’clock the blare of the band 
was heard as it turned into the drive- 
way within the camp grounds, and in 
two minutes more they had been halted 
in columns of fours, battalion forma- 
tion, in the big inclosure, which had 
been cleared for their tenting ground 
between the Highteenth and Twenty- 
third. 

Col. Miles turned to formally salute 
Col. Ovenshine, commander of the pro- 
visional brigade, and reported his ar- 
rival. The two old army officers then 
greeted one another as personal friends, 
and Col. Van Valzah of the Eighteenth 
coming up, shook hands with Col. Miles, 
whom he had not seen since 1867. 

It was some time before the :nulti- 
tude of army wagons, escort wagons 
and ambulances arrived, but when they 
did the tents were pitched in short or- 
der, and the First Regiment established 
itself in the middle of the big encamp- 
ment. It will not be required to drill 
for three or four days, Col. Ovenshine 
giving the men that time in which to 
get settled down to camp routine, for 
they have been stationed in barracks 
. for a long while past.

AT CHICKAMAUGA. 


Gen. Miles Expected to Visit the 
Camp—Late Arrivals. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

CHATTANOOGA, April 27.—A visit 
to the Chickamauga National Park by 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles is expected. Al- 
though it is denied at headquarters 
that any notification has been received 
of the intention of Gen. Miles, as com- 
mander. of the United States army, to 
make a tour of inspection of the va- 
rious encampments, it is known that 
mail has been received here directed to 
him, and for that reason it is believed 
that by the time brigade and regi- 
mental drill commences, possibly by 
the end of the week, Gen. Miles will be 
at Chickamauga. 

Talk of the removal of the infantry 
regiments in camp at New Orleans to 
Chickamauga and the transfer cf Brig. 
Gen. W. R. Shafter from his southern 
headquarters to this rendezvous, was 
also revived today. Of the seven regi- 
ments of infantry originally ordered to 
the Louisiana rendezvous, only three, 
the First, from the California ‘posts, 
the Eighteenth, from Forts Bliss and 
Sam Houston, and the Twenty-third, 
from Forts McIntosh, Clark, Eagle 
Pass, Ringgold and Brown are in camp 
there. The Seventh from Fort Logan, 
the Eighth, from Fort Russel, the 
Twelfth, from Fort Niobrara and the 
Twenty-fourth, from Fort Douglas are 
already in camp at Chickamauga. This 
almost abandonment of New Orleans 
as a rendezvousing point is believed 
to be part of the plan for the concen- 
tration at this point of at least half of 
the regular army as it is at present 
constituted. 

Hard drilling was in order at Chick- 
amauga today. Batteries of artillery 
took long practice marches through the 
park and up the government road as 
far as Mission Ridge. Drilling of 
infantry and cavalry by companies nnd 
battalions was done by all the regi- 
ments in camp. The Signal Corps has 
established two posts, one at Gen. 
Brooke’s headquarters, the other one 
on Snodgrass Hill, about a mile away, 
the site of Gen. Thomas’s neadquariers 
during the fighting of September 20, 
1863. The Signal Corps is equipped with 
a balloon. This is located at Fort Ham- 
ilton, but it is expected to be brought 
to Chickamauga in a few days. 

Private Dahl of Co. G, Second In- 
fantry, was found dead today under a 
trestle crossing Chattanooga Creek.

AT THE WAR OFFICE. 


Secretary Alger Has a Busy Day. 
Recruiting Order. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Senators, 
members of the House and State offi- 
‘cials crowded Secretary Alger’s office 
at the War Department today, sug- 
gesting changes in the apportionment 
of the troons:the States were called 
upon to furnish, or asking for a change 
of rendezvous. Secretary Alger al- 
ready has made several changes from 
the original designations of the char- 
acter of troops wanted and the places 
of concentration. 

Gov. Hastings of Pennsylvania and 
his adjutant-general came to Wash- 
ington today to secure some modifica- 
tion of the order affecting that State. 
Secretary Alger took Gov. Hastings’s 
request under consideration. 

Ex-State Delegate Murphy of Arizona 
told Secretary Alger that the Territory 
was anxious to furnish more soldiers 
than the apportionment called for, viz: 
two troops of cavalry. The offer was 
taken under consideration. 

Now that the Hull Army Reorganiza- 
tion Bill is a law, recruiting will be 
begun at once. Each company of in- 
fantry, cavalry and artillery will be re- 
cruited to its maximum strength per- 
mitted by law. A _ circular has been 
prepared by Maj. Carter, fully describ- 
ing the methods and manner by which 
this will be done. This circular will be 
sent broadcast over the United States 
today. The officials believe that, with 
active work by the recruiting officers, 
the regular army can be raised to its 
full war strength of over sixty-one 
thousand men in a very short time. 

RECRUITING ORDER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—A gen- 
eral order was this afternoon issued 
from the War Department directing 
that immediate measures be taken to 
recruit the regiments of the regular 
army and the battalion of engineers.

While there have been any number 
of objections raised by many Eastern 
States over the division of the call for 
troops, California has signified nothing 
but readiness for service. The War 
Office will not give out anything about 
its plans or reports now, but it Is 
understood four batteries of heavy ar- 
tillery will be used to garrison the 
coast defenses of the Pacific. There 
promises to be very little demand for 
other than light artillery in . Cuban 
campaign work. 

Senator White today received from 
Adjt.-Gen. Barrett a message asking 
whether the Naval Reserves might see 
any service, as many in the corps de- 
sire to enlist in other branches of the 
service, in case they are to be called 
out.

If this pro- 
posed road should be built, the trip 
could be made in twenty-four houts. 
This saving of time would be valuable 
in shipping perishable fruit to the 
East. The local business of the road 
would be considerable, and it would 
bring into Southern California the 
products of the mines of Utah. It 
would also bring cheap coal from the 
coal fields of Utah, which would be 
of the greatest benefit to this southern 
country. 

“Two routes have been proposed, one 
by way of Deep Creek and along the 
eastern boundary of Nevada, and the 
other by Iron Mountain, Pioche and 
Milford.

THE DAY AT WASHINGTON 


NO DISQUIETING NEWS AT THE 
DEPARTMENTS. 


Situation Seems Rather Peaceful for 
War Times—No Signs of an Im- 
mediate Bombardment of Ha- 
vana — Neutrality Notices Re- 
ceived, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, April 27.—The war 

situation is substantially this: 3 
The blockading squadron remains 
passive before Havana, with no pres- 
ent purpose of bombarding, or of draw- 
ing the fire of the shore batteries, The 
strategic purpose of an effective block- 
ade of the Cuban capital is being ac- 


‘complished to the entire satisfaction 


of the authorities here. There is no 
indication that a part of the fleet will 
be withdrawn for the purpose of af- 
fording additional protection to North 
Atlantic ports. 

As to the reports of the imminence of 
a naval battle off the Philippines, the 
naval authorities here seriously doubt 
whether the Spanish fleet will make 
a stand against the American ships. 
Their reason for this belief is that the 
Spanish ‘fieet is very inferior to the 
American force under Admiral Dewey. 
The department, therefore, is satisfied 
that the Spanish fleet will not go out 
to do battle on the high sea with Ad- 
miral Dewey, but will remain in port 
‘to secure the protection of the bat- 
teries of Manila, and the department 
is not expecting an engagement for 
about two days. ~— 

Without giving any foundation for 
setting this time, the department al- 
lows it to be surmised that the esti- 
mate is based on its knowledge of Ad- 
miral Dewey’s whereabouts. There is 
no certainty that there will be an en- 
gagement at all in the immediate fu- 
ture, the main purpose of the Ameri- 
can expedition being to seize and hold 
some suitable Spanish territory in the 
Philippines as a base of operations in 
Asiatic waters. It is possible that this 
can be done without attacking Manila 
at all, by seizing a suitable port on 
some adjacent island without fortifi- 
cations, the sympathies of whose in- 
habitants are toward the insurgents. 

MISLEADING REPORTS. 

No word had come to the department 
up to the close of office hours of the 
arrival of the Montserrat at Cienfue- 
gos. ‘The officials are inclined to be- 
lieve that if she has gotten into that 
port she did so before the blockade of 
Cienfuegos had begun. 

The very fact that the Madrid offi 
cials have rather ostentatiously de- 
clared that the Spanish fleet: has sailed 
to bombard the cities of the North 
American coast is taken as a certain 
indication at the Navy Department of 
the utter improbability of such a move- 
ment. If this were contemplated, the 
Spanish officials would be the very last 
to make their purpose public. ‘ 

The Navy Department as yet has 
made no arrangements for the care of 
prisoners taken by our warships, but 
the legal officers of the department 
think they should be sent to the Bos- 
ton naval prison. 

THE CUSHING’S MISHAP. 


—Some vexation was felt at the injury 


sustained by the torpedo boat Cushing. 
It is said that this is the first serious 
break-down she had suffered in the 
nine years of her service. It is likely 
the Navy Department will be able to 
replace her shortly, for President Mal- 
ster of the Columbian Iron Works 
called at the Navy Department this 
afternoon to announce that the torpedo 
boat McKee, a twenty-knotter, would 
be ready for trial tomorrow. She will be 
sent at once to Norfolk to have the 
finishing touches added, and then will 
join the squadron. 
AN AUTUMN CAMPAIGN. 

In the War Department there is a 
growing belief that the campaign 
proper in Cuba will not be in full 
swing before next fall, when the rainy 
season has ended. That belief, how- 
ever, has not prevented the officers 
whose duty it is to get the troops to- 
gether, from pushing their work with 
the greatest energy. Thus, within 
twelve hours after the Hull Bill be- 
came a law, the department was able 
to begin to send out circulars prescrib- 
ing the methods to be followed in re- 
cruiting the regular army up to its 
full war strength of 60,000 men. The 
enormous amount of work involved in 
thus increasing the army, regular and 


volunteer, has caused Gen. Miles to 
abandon his southern trip for’ the 
present. 


_ The officials of the department were 
overwhelmed today with all sorts of 
protests and appeals against their ac- 
tion in making the assignment of 
troops among the volunteer forces, and 
many changes may be looked for. 
NEUTRALITY NOTICES. 

The State Department posted a notice 
today, stating it has been officially ad- 
vised of the issuance of neutrality or- 
ders by Italy, the Netherlands, Switz- 
erland, Norway and Sweden, Russia. 
and Colombia. It is supposed, also, that 
official notice of Great Britain’s and 
France’s neutrality will be received to- 
morrow. Including France and Great 
Britain, four of the great powers of Eu- 
rope have declared neutrality, namely: 
Great Britain, Italy, France and Rus- 
sia. There remain of the great pow- 
ers; Germany and Austria, neither of 
which have yet acted. 

The delay of Austria does not cause 
surprise, as Austria’s sympathy with 
Spain is more pronounced than that of 
any other country of Europe. It is 
not doubted, however, that Austria 
will assume a neutral attitude sooner 
or later. 


The delay of Germany is felt to be 
due solely to Germany’s consulting 
her own commercial interests be- 


\ 
/ 


fore shaping the exact terms of -her 
neutrality proclamation. From the 
first Germany and Great Britain have 
opposed the right of search as detfi- 
mental to British and German com- 
merce. Thus far Spain has announced 
a much more radical doctrife?*ghan 
the United States on this matter. The 
Spanish order, published in the Offictal 


Gazette last Monday, announced the 


purpose of exercising the right of 
search of all merchant ships on the 
high seas. The President's proclama- 
tion of yesterday qualified the right 
of search by saying that “it is to be 
exercised with strict regard to the 
rights of neutrals and the voyages of 
mail steamers are not to be interfered 
with, except on the clearest grounds of 
suspicion,”’ etc. 

It is understood that this matter of 
right of search is causing hesitation 
on the part of Germany, and that if 
it is satisfactorily established that 
German merchant ships shall not be 
subjected. to harassment, Germany 
will adopt the same course as other 
nations. 

PORTUGAL’S ATTITUDE. 

The attitude of Portugal is felt to be 
more important just at present than 
that of any of the great powers of 
Europe, owing to the presence of the 
Spanish fleet at the Cape Vérde Isl- 
ands, belonging to Portugal. Neither 
the State Department nor the Portu- 
guese Minister at Washington has re- 
ceived word up to tonight as to the 
purpose of-Portugal on the question of 
neutrality. This caused considerable 
apprehension in official circles here, as 
it was felt that Portugal’s vicinage to 


Spain might induce her t6 withhold 


neutrality for a time, She owns the 
Cape Verde group, the Azores and the 
Maderas, which would give the Span- 
ish fleet three very important bases of 
operation. 

Late in the day the press dispatches 
from Lisbon, saying that the Cabinet 
council will declare neutrality tomor- 
row, relieves this apprehension con- 
siderably. The effect of the decree will 
be to compel the Spaniards at Cape 
Verde to leave immediately. It is felt, 
however, that Portugal has done her 
neighobr a good turn in deferring the 
proclamation until tomorrow, as the 
Spanish fleet has been laying in stores 
and coal for several days past, and 
doubtless will be fully equipped and 
ready to sail before the neutrality 
proclamation forces them out of Por- 
tuguese waters. 

Colombia is the only South or Central 
American country which has thus far 
declared neutrality. Spain has counted 
much on the codperation of Spanish- 
American countries, but there is no 
reason to doubt that all of them will 
adopt a neutral position.. 

INTERVENTION SCOUTED. 

Members of the diplomatic corps dis- 
miss the reports coming from Europe 
that another move toward European 
intervention will be ‘made as soon as 
Spain suffers a decisive reverse. This 
is said to be purely conjectural, as no 
such move has taken form. thus far by 
the exchange of notes. It is accepted 
as settled that no more ships intended 
for the American navy can leave the 
port of those countries which have de- 
clared their neutrality. This result is 


most’ serious in the case of the cruiser.

officials is that neft“ier the Albany nor 
the torpedo boat Somers can leave, 
even though the United States flag was 
raised over them before the proclama- 
tion of neutrality was issued. It is sai® 
the raising of the flag cannot avoid 
the manifest uses of the ships for war 
purposes. 


PATRIOTIC# HEIRESS. 


Helen Gould Offers to Contribute to 
the War Fund. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


NEW YORK, April 27.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Washington special says: 
Among the offers received by the Pres- 
ident this week from patriotic citizens 
all over the country for aid to the gov- 
ernment, was a letter from Miss Helen 
Gould, offering $100,000 to the United 
States. In her letter to the President 
Miss Gould says she is willing at any 
time to double the amount if the gov- 
ernment desires it. The generous offer 
of Miss Gould has been acknowledged 
by the President.

ON THE DEFENSIVE. ' 


Havana Will not Be Bombarded for 
Some Time Yet. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, April 27.—A. special to 
the Times-Herald from Washington 
says: ‘Secretary of the Navy Long 
declares that Havana will not be bom- 
barded until the serious danger from 
the Spanish fleet is eliminated. He 


says the United States cannot afford 


to risk the loss of a warship until the 
armadas are destroyed or are no longer 
a menace to be greatly feared. 

It might be an easy matter to silence 
the guns of Moro Castle and the neigh- 
boring shore batteries, but in the con- 


flict American ships might be crippled 


beyond any repair. The navy of the 
United States has a long coast line to 
defend, which compels a scattering of 
its vessels, and it labors under the ad- 
ditional disadvantage of not knowing 
the objective point of the enemy’s 
fleets. The American navy is not so 
strong but that the loss of a single 


ship might prove fatal in a naval en- 


gagement. 

“There is the additional considera- 
tion that when the troops have been 
landed in Cuba there must be a fleet 
able to keep the line of supplies open 
and to codperate in the reduction of 
Spanish strongholds. It is a common 
habit to despise the power of Spain, 
but naval officers say it is a mistake 
in the case of the armadas. A chance 
shot or two might weaken the Ameri- 
can squadron just enough to give the 
enemy a victory in the expected sea 
fight, and the navy should not take the 
chances. Agents of the department 
have sent word that Spanish ships were 
to sail to this side, and it is thought 
possible that the armada, which left 
Cadiz several days ago, may be on the 
way across the Atlantic. The fleet at 


Cape Verde Islands will also move in 


order to obey the neutrality laws of 
Portugal, and that also may cross to 
this side. 

“Nawal officers and government offi- 
cals) generally are anxious for a 
chance to test the.merits of the two 
navies. They are confident of a vic- 
tory for the American ships, and the 
sooner the sea fight comes, the better 
it will please them. . 

“It is thought fleet cruisers will be 
sent out as scouts as soon as news is 
received of the movement of the ar- 


mada to cross the Atlantic, and it ts 
surmised that that is what the Colum- 
bia and the Minneapolis are doing 
now. 

“The tactics of the Spaniards are a 
mystery, but it is suspected that they 
may make an attempt to bombard 
some of the big cities on the North At- 
lantic coast. 

“Preparations are on foot for the 
movement of regulars into Cuba as 
soon as possible. It is rumored that 
the force may be 15,000 instead of 5000. 
The object is to establish a base of 
operations open communication with 
Gen. Gomez, and feed as many «f the 
reconcentrados as can be reached. 

“The daring act of Lieut. John @. 
Fremont and a party from the torpedo 
boat ,Porter in landing under th: guns 
of Matanzas Sunday night was hailed 
with much satisfaction. A report is 
current that Lieut. Fremont landed a 
pilot who had conducted a number of 
filibustering expeditions, and that this 
pilot was dispatched with messaccs to 
Gomez. 

“An official high in the War Depart- 
ment is authority for the statement 
that the volunteers called for Will be 
held in their State encampments in- 
definitely, to be organized and hard- 
ened. 

“A plan has been proposed to gather 
them in great camps at Washington, 
Richmond, Atlanta or Chickamauga,‘ 
but it was declared today that these 
troops would not be moved to such 
camps for weeks. The volunteers can 
be trained in their own States as well 
as anywhere else, it is explained, and 
thousands of mothers and wives will be 
relieved of much anxiety. It is urged 
that there is no need of making the 
service more trying than the situation 
demands. The’ United States is on the 
defensive, and must await the action 
of the enemy's fleets, because the 
American navy has not a sufficient 
preponderance of strength to warrant 
the taking of chances.” 


SPANISH BRAVADO, 


Brave Talk Indulged in by the 
Spanish-Caban Press, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, April 27.—La Discus- 
sion of Havana of April 21, a copy of 
which was brought to this city by the 
steamer Saratoga, says: “A deputa- 
tion from thé Produce Exchange, un- 
der its president, Sefior Quesadasoto, 
visited the captain-general this morn- 
ing.

Sefior Quesadasoto informed Capt.- 
Gen. Blanco that the Produce Ex- 
change, representing the importers, 
would not advance prices, and that any 
firm attempting to raise prices would 

be expelled from the exchange. — 

“In accordance with the action taken 
by the board of the Produce Exchange, 
a commission was appointed to see that 
no advances were made under existing 
circumstances, to furnish the author- 
ities with food supplies for the army, 
also to extend the same privileges to 
the trade, and pro-rating actual cost 
among the purchasers.” 

El Commercio of April 21 says: 
“There is no reason for being pessimis- 
tic; listen to our esteemed colleague, 
the Diario del Ejericito: The Ameri- 
cans say ‘we have four monitors ready 
at Key West. An American squadron 
composed of the Iowa, Indiana, Massa- 
chusetts and Texas, with all the aux- 
iliary vessels that are necessary, with 
a fiying squadron composed of the 
New York, Brooklyn, Minneapolis and 
Columbia. With our monitors we can 
bombarw Havana.’ 

“Good, there can be no objection, 
Save the batteries of Havana might 
object to the bombardment. Further, 
a mine might prevent it. - 

“With the cruiser squadron and its 
auxiliary fleet, we can blockade Ha- 
vana.’ 

“Well, but we likewise have a 
cruiser squadron that may neutralize 
your cruiser squadron. Is it not so? 

““With the flying squadron, let us 
blackade Porto. Rico.’ 

“Magnificent. 
reserve squadron composed of the Pe- 
layo, Carlos V., Numancia, Vitoria, 
Alfonso XIII and Lepanto, with which 
we can neutralize the vaunted flying 
squadron. 

“As we have here some torpedo 
boats, no blockade is possible. Nor do 
they intend to make one. But if it 
should happen, we will await them 
with our heavy siege guns. 

“As a last consideration there re- 
mains an independent element for de- 
fense and offense with which the Amer- 
ican have not reckoned. It is a for- 
midable army, from which it will be 
very easy to select a brilliant army of 
invasion of 70,000 or 80,000 men. 

“Certain it is that this army corps 
could not operate on the enemy’s pos- 
sessions, until a naval engagement had 
given command of the sea passage 
with full liberty of transit by 
sea. But such a victory is not im- 
possible, as a squadron composed of 
the Viscaya, Oquendo, Maria Teresa 
and Cristobal Colon is a_ respectable 
arm of offense. Therefore, there is no 
reason for being pessimistic.” 

The Avisador Commercial devotes 
considerable space to the important 
matter of food supplies in case of a 
blockade by the United States. It 
calls the attention of the island author- 
ities to it. 

The Diario jin discussing the timely 
note of warning of its contemporary 
says: “‘We know that measures were 
taken some time ago to safeguard the 
matter in case a blockade is instituted. 
Our compatriots in Mexico commenced 
sending supplies to us. It is reasonable 
to suppose that their action has con- 
tinued. The real issue to be faced is 
not the searcity of provisions, but that 
the prices be not allowed to assume 
exorbitant proportions.. The whole of 
this is apart from the question of a 
blockade ordered by the United States. 
and for which they are getting ready. 
What may be lacking is the power, and 
until all is over no one can see who 
will be blockaded.” 


SUBMARINE BOAT. 


Secretary Long Has Decided to Buy

ROBLEDO SAYS SPAIN “UST FIGHT 
| HER OWN BATTLES. 


Present Conditiona the Result of 
Acts of Wenkness Toward the 
United States—Heranjer Thinks 
Privateering Would Be Profit- 
able.

LONDON, April 28.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.]

That is the 
movement made by our army in that 
first day’s fight, and everywhere we 
were successful in covering euch part of 
the road before the enemy could strike 
across it at that point.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—The gen- 
eral debate upon the measure framed by 
the Waysand Means Committee to meet 
the extraordinary expenditures of the 
war with Spain, opened in the House 
today.

sence of that partisan rancor which has 
always heretofore characterized de- 
bates on revenue measures. Both sides, 
speaking through their respective lead- 
ers, Messrs. Dingley and Bailey, con- 
curred in the necessity which existed 
for immediately raising hundreds of 
millions to prosecute the war, but the 
opposing doctrines which they held 
clashed at the first onset over the 
methods by which the revenues should 
be raised. The sectidn providing for 
$500,000,000 of bonds became the main 
target of the Pemocrats and Popu- 
lists. The Populists vigorously opposed 
the bond proposition. Mr. Dolliver of 
Iowa, in by far the most notable 
speech of the day, added to his reputa- 
tion as a brilliant orator, and he 
aroused the House and galleries to 
cheers, as, with eloquent words, he 
touched the high, unselfish cause of hu- 
manity in which the United States had 
drawn the sword, and then melted his 
audience to tears as he referred to the 
blowing up of the Maine, and the new 
commonwealth we would rear as a 
monument to guard the memory of the 
unforgotten dead. 

The evening session was devoted to 
brief speeches by members unable to 
secure time at the day session. 

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—The open- 
ing of the three days’ debate on the 
Wwar-revenue measure attracted crowds 
to the House galleries today, and the 
attendance on the floor was also large.

Without any evidence of excitement 
or preliminaries of any kind, the House 
went into committee of the whole, after 
the reading of the journal, and entered 
upon the consideration of the Dill. 
Owing to its importance Mr, Dingley, 
chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, did not ask that the first read- 
ing of the bill be dispensed with, as 
usual with bills of minor importance. 

The reading of the bill, which*con- 
sists of forty-four pages, occupied an 
Mr. Dingley 
then took the floor to open the debate. 
The bill, he said, was distinctly a war 
measure. It - was essential that we 
should stand as a unit, shoulder to 
shoulder, as it was only through such 
united action that hostilities could be 
abbreviated and brought to an end at 
the earliest possible moment. War 
now was much more costly than for- 
merly.. This demand upon our re- 
sources, he said, came just as the 
country was emerging from a long pe- 
riod of deficiencies of revenue, and was 
just beginning to see the light. 

Mr. Dingley then proceeded with his 


’ argument, pointing out the condition 


of the treasury, the extraordinary de- 
mands upon it for war purposes, and 
the necessity, not only of providing the 
additional revenue which would be 
raised by the bill, but authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to borrow 
money on the credit of the govern- 
ment. He followed closely the lines of 
the report which he drew to accom- 
pany the bill when it was reported to 
the House yesterday. 
NBCESSITY FOR UNITY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON April 27.—Mr. Ding- 
ley emphasized the necessity for united 
action in support of the measure in or- 
der, not only to impress Spain, but the 
countries of Europe, with the profound 
conviction that the American Congress 
and the American people stood shoul- 
der to shoulder without regard to 
party, in the determination to prose- 
cute a successful termination of the 
war we had undertaken. 

Mr. Dingley spoke with great ear- 
nestness, and was listened to with pro- 
found attention. Many of the Demo- 
rats left their places and took seats 
on the Republican side to hear better. 
With great impressiveness, Mr. Ding- 
ley said that unless all signs failed, 
the war would not be a three months’ 
uffair, nor a six months’ affair, and 
that the more preparations we made, 
both for offense and defense, the 
shorter it would be. 

When he reached the question of the 
bond issue, he was besieged with ques- 
tions by Messrs. McMillin, Sayers and 
other Democrats,.and there was some 
discussion of the probable cost of the 
war. Mr. Sayers ventured an estimate 
of $300,000,000 per annum, which Mr. 
Dingley rejected, calling attention to 
the fact that the civil war cost $1,100,- 
000,000 per annum. 

Mr. Sayers, while avowing his will- 
ingness to vote every dollar necessary 
to prosecute the war, contended that 
there was no necessity for authorizing 
in this bill the raising of $700,000,000, 
when Congress would meet again in 


' December. A plethoric treasury in time 


of war, he argued, would invite end- 
less schemes of speculators until it was 
gone. 

Mr. Dingley pointed out that the au- 
thorization for £500,090,.00 bonds was 
simply an authorization. If not.n“eded, 
all the bonds would not be issued. _ 

Mr. Dingley briefly discussed the 
propsition which the minority would 
advance for an income tax as a sub- 
stitute for the bond proposition. 

The Supreme Court had decided ‘the 
tax umconstitutional, and yet it was 
proposed, in place of an authorization 
to borrow money, to remand the goy- 
ernment to what would come out of a 


lawsuit which had already \been de- 


cided against the government. It seems 
S0 preposterous in such an exigency,” 


“* said Mr. Dingley, “that I can hardly 


believe such a proposal is to be se- 
riously presented.” 

Th proposition to coin the silver 
seigniorage, he chgracterized as one 
of the absurdities/ of finance which 
was never hearn@/of beyond the bor- 
ders of the United States. Seigniorage 
was the profit from coinage. We are 
not now coining silver. Mr. Dingley 
Was given a hearty round of applause 
when he concluded.

He said 
that his side realized as much as the 
other the necessity of raising reve- 
nue to carry on the war, and they stood 
willing to caiperate in placing at the 
disposal of the government every ma- 
terial aid for the. prosecution of the 
war to a successful and speedy ter- 
mination. 

There would be no difference of opin- 
ion that the government should be 
abundantly provided with revenue. 
But, said he, the minority would not 
be either led or driven into the sup- 
port of measures which commended 
themselves neither to their conscience 
nor judgment. They reserved the right 
to oppose the measures by which the 
re La proposed to provide the war 
und. 

Mr. Bailey spoke with a trace of bit- 
terness at the treatment the minority 
had received at the hands of the ma- 
jority. The chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee had said that the 
pending bill folllowed closely the sys- 
tem of war taxation which obtained 
at the close of the civil war. That sys- 
tem, Mr. Baley said, had been followed 
in respect to those taxes which fell 
most heavily upon the producing and 
consuming classes. 

Beer, tobacco and other articles were 
taxed; but in one respect, in his opin- 
ion utterly indefensible, the system 
in vogue at the end of the civil war 
had been discarded. The tax on bank 
capital and bank deposits was omitted. 
At one-half of 1 per cent. such a tax 
would produce $10,000,000. If there was 
one species of property above all oth- 
ers that ought to be the subject of ex- 
traordinary taxation, it was bank de- 
posits, the only form ofproperty owned 
by one class which was used by an- 
other. There were in banks in the 
United States $1,700,000,000 of deposits.» 

Proceding with his criticism of this 
and some other features of the bill, 
Mr. Bailey declared that, imperfect as 
it was, his side of the House would 
take it if the other side would accept 
their proposition for an income tax, 
which would provide an additional in- 
come of $100,000,000. [Democratic ap- 
plause.] He thought the estimate of 
Mr. Dingley ($25,000,000, a month for 
war expenses) a reasonable one. 

Mr. Bailey also contended for the 
proposition to coin $48,000,000 of the sil- 
ver seigniorage and to that he thought 
an issue of $58,000,000 of legal tender 
could be added with propriety. The 
greenback circulation could be ex- 
tended that far without danger. The 
gentleman from Maine (Mr. Dingley) 
advocating the placing of a bonded debt 
on this country of $600,000,000. 

Whenever the country’s credit ought 
to be pledged, he would be willing to 
do this, but there was not, in his opin- 
ion, any necessity for mortgaging that 
credit at this time. ‘We propose,’ said 
Mr. Bailey, “to tax the rich men now 
rather than to mortgage the energies of 
the poor men for coming generations.” 
[Applause on Democratic side.] 

Discussing the question of the Su- 
preme Court’s decision of the income 
tax, he declared that no question was 
ever settled until it was settled rightly. 

Mr. Bailey then entered upon an ex- 
tended argument upon the constitu- 
tionality of an income tax. Combating 
the theory that it was a direct tax in- 
hibited by the Constitution. 

Mr. Bailey said the income tax pro- 
visions ‘which the minority had drawn, 
and which would be offered by Mr. Mc- 
Millin, had been drawn to meet that 
portion of the court’s decision which 
was unanimous and in which he con- 
curred, by exempting Federal, State, 
county and municipal bonds. o 

Mr. Dolliver (Rep.) of Iowa, a mem- 
ber of the Ways and Means Committee; 
was then recogniezd. He was. listened 
to with close attention, and was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause. He 
said in part: “There are two ways in 
which a government can support a 
large expense of this character, either 
by collecting it in cash or by borrowing 
it on credit. The Committee on Ways 
and Means -has fully considered both 
methods, and we have made up our 
minds that the government ought to 
pay as it goes so far as it can, leaving 
as little of the burden of our interven- 
tion in Cuba to the future as possible. 

“If the war upon which we are about 
to enter was to secure new national 
possessions or any other acquisition of 
material assets, the case might present 
a view somewhat different. But here, 
for the the first time in the history of 
the world, a nation has of its own 
volition thrown away any prospect of 
aggrandizement and had based its 
action upon disinterested grounds, so 
that what we are about to do, how- 
ever much it may minister to the pres- 
ent satisfaction and moral comfort of 
the community, concerns posterity 
vastly less than it does us. 

“I do not predict the size and the 
cost of the undertaking in which we 
are embarked, but my conviction is 
that we will gain all that we lose and 
infinitely more things we have already 
gained, and one is the outspoken sym- 
pathy of this great’ English-speaking 
race of which we are a part: another 
is a larger sense of the unity of the 
American people, a unity that has al- 
ready killed the spirit of sectionalism, 
taken the poison out of partisan strife 
and brought in the better era of Amer- 
ican patriotism.” 

Mr. Bell (Pop.) of Colorado, in stat- 
ing the position of the Populists, an- 
nounced his unalterable opposition to 
the bond provision of the bill. 

Mr. Sayers (Dem.) of Texas, in a 
minute speech said that the bill pro- 
posed to place at the disposal of the 
government $690,000,000 in addition to 
the ordinary revenues. The expenses of 
the civil war in 1864 were $1,100,000,000. 
But the government was then support- 
ing an army of 2,000,000 men and fleets 
containing four times aS many war- 
ships as we now had. No one would 
go further than he in the support of 
the government. With these facts be- 
fore him, he felt convinced that $690,- 
000,000 was vastly too large a sum to 
appropriate. 

Mr. Lacey (Rep.) of Iowa gave notice 
of an amendment to prevent the in- 
validation of instruments on which the 
stamps were inadvertently omitted. 

Mr. Ridgley (Pop.) of Kansas ‘closed 
the debate for the afternoon with some 
brief remarks in opposition to the bond 
feature of the bill. |

ANOTHER APPEAL TO ARMS. 


War Retween Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica is Inevitable. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, April 27.—War seems 
inevitable between Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, says the Panama corre- 
spondent of the Herald. Despite the 
mediation of the sister republics, the 
two countries seem determined to de- 
cide the issues between them by an ap- 
peal to arms. Advices received from 
San José and Punta Arenas, Costa 
Rica, say there is no prospect of a 
peaceful settlement of the difficulties. 

President Iglesias, acompanied by 
sixty officers, embarked at Punta 
Arenas on the national guard boat Poas 
for the Nicaraguan frontier, where he 
will place himself at the head of a 
large force of troops and commence 
operations against Gen. Zelaya, Presi- 
dent of Nicaragua, immediateiy. 

Minister Lainfesta has failed in his 
efforts to bring about a settlement of 
the trouble. El Commercio, the semi- 
official organ of President Zelaya, un- 
der the captien, “There is no peace,” 
says: “Notwjthstanding the persistent 
rumors ci lated within the last few 
e effect that an understand- 
ing had been arrived at with Costa Rica 
as a result of the efforts of Minister 
Lainfesta, we are in a position to as- 
sert that such reports are absolutely 
unfounded and that war is now more 
probable than ever. 

“War at present amounts to a neces- 
sity, as no other step can put an end 
to this all too-long-drawn-out ques- 
tion. President Iglesias, with his well- 
known hostility toward us, has. pro- 
voked the indignation of the Nica- 
raguan people, who will no longer bear 
the aggressions of a restless and am- 
bitious neighbor.”’

as possible. 

The action of the Board of Police 
Commissioners in appointing Frank Mc- 
Clellan a special policeman is being 
gpeverely criticised by some of the city 
officials, who make some rather strong 
assertions about the appointee. 

Judge Van Dyke yesterday decided 
in favor of the county the suit brought 
by Harper & Reynolds Company 
against the Board of Supervisors.

Sterling P. Coffer, the real estate 
@gent who was charged with embez- 
gling a deed from U. R. Bullock, suc- 
ceeded yesterday in fixing the matter 
up with the complaining witness and 
the case was dismissed. 

The Board of County Supervisors

“ACCEPTED THE OFFER. 


FIRE COMMISSION PREPARING TO 
USE A TELEPHONE CONDUIT. 


(Whe Frequent Fires of Last Week 
Attributed to the Use of Inferior 
Oil in Residences—An Appoint- 
ment by the Board af Police 

Comniissioners Criticised, 


The Board of Fire Commissioners was 
Yesterday officially notified of the offer 
made to the city by the Sunset Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, giving 
the use of one of the ducts in its un- 
derground conduit system as a part of 
the fire-alarm system. In a report 
made to the commission, City Electri- 
clan Francis gave the particulars of 
the offer and stated that it had been 
accepted. He reported that the use by 
the city of the duct offered would save 
upward of $10,000, and that while the 
city did not acquire a title to the part 
of the conduit used, its use was to be 
free as long a time as it was needed. 
The changing of the wires from over- 
head to underground will necessitate 
the expenditure of some money and an 
estimate of this expense was furnished 
the commission. Twelve box stations 
costing $35 each or $420 in all, will be 
meeded, and to connect with these the 
purchase of a switchboard costing $150 
will be necessary. The cost of pipes 
and labor will be $300, and wire and in- 
cidentals will cost $150 more, making 
the total estimated cost $1020. Electri- 
cian Francis stated that the work of 
making the connections had already 
been commenced, and he asked that a 
committee be appointed to make ar- 
Trangements for the purchase of the 
necessary supplies for completing the 
work. 

Commissioner Wells wanted to know 
what the motive of the telephone com- 
pany was in making such a generous 
offer to the city. In reply, Electrician 
Francis stated that the compan’ had 
@lways evidenced a great friendliness 
Yor the fire department, and had as- 
pisted it whenever possible. He sug- 
gested as a possible reason that the 
company desired to popularize itself in 
this city, and took this means of doing 
so. As the switchboard is needed at’ 
once its purchase was authorized. The 
matter of the purchase of the other ma. 
terial was referred to a committee con- 

isting of Commissioners Wells. and 

uhrts and Electrician Francis. It 
Was stated that the work of changing 
the fire-alarm system to the conduits 
will take two months or more,, but 
when it is completed it will not have 
to be touched again in years. 

In the weekly report of Chief Moore 
to the commission an unusually large 
mumber of fires were mentioned. He 
Wwas asked the cause of them and 
stated that many of them were due to 
the use of poor cils in residences. The 
Mayor then brought up the matter of 
the necessity for the creation of the’ 
office of inspector of oil and of requir- 
Inez that all oils placed on sale for il- 
Iouminating purposes should be of a cer- 
tain standard. This matter was agi- 
teted several months ago. and copies 
of the laws in force in other cities were 
gent for, b nothing was done. The 
commission decided that it would not 
ttake up the matter for the present.

Policeman Creates a Stir. 


The election of Frank T. McClellan 


a especial policeman by the 
Board of Police Commissioners 
Tuesday has caused quite a 


stir among the officials in the City Hall, 
and when the announcement of the ac- 
tion of the commission bécame known 
yesterday there was much adverse 
criticism of it by a nunrber of persons. 
McClellan is the man who was allowed 
to resign his position as Inspector of 
Street Sweeping some months ago and 
had he not taken that action he would 
have been fired by:the City Council. 
That position is under the control of 
“tthe health department and it Aas 
charged that McClellan had refused to 
acknowledge the right of Health Of- 
cer Powers to give him orders, and 
tp obey, prasrs. The Council | 


| supported the head of the department 


in the controwersy McClellan's 
resignation was accepted, The ‘ncident 
caused considerable COM ment, and Mec- 
Clellan is said to have threatened at 
the time that he would get even with 
those who had caused his practical dis- 
missal, 

His application for appointment as a 
special policeman was filed some time 
azo, and at Tuesday's meeting, Com- 
missioner Gibbon stated that McClel- 
lan had been recommended to him by a 
number of well-Known citizens, men of 
high standing in the community. On 
Mr. Gibbon's motion he was elected a 
special] policeman. Nothing was 
thought of the matter at the time and 
none of the commissioners knew that 
he was the man who had had the treu- 
ble In the health department. 

Yesterday there was much talk in the 
City Hall as to making an appeal to the 
commission to reconsider its action on 
the ground that McClellan was not a 
fit man to be given a policeman’s @au- 
thority. The assertion was repeatedly 
made that he was a warm friend and 
supporter of Walter L. Webb of Board 
of Education boodle fame, and this in 
itself was considered sufficient to cast 
a shadow upon his fitness for a posi- 
tion as a policeman. Other charges 
were made against him, among them 
being that he spent much of his time 
at a First-street "poker room, and was 


j supposed to be interested in the place. 


These charges were made during dis- 
cussions of the action of the Police 
Commission in appointing him. 
Commissioner Gibbon was asked last 
night what he knew of the man and 
said: “I do not know McClellan in- 
timately, and know nothing about him. 
I have heard this talk since» his ap- 
pointment, but I did not know that he 
ad ever been connected with the 
health department. He was recom- 
mended to me for appointment by some 
of the best-known and most substan- 
tial business men of the city, and I 
acted upon their recommendation only. 
I dare say that there is not one appli- 
cation in ten which comes before the 
commission in which the applicant is 
personally known to the commission- 
ers. We have to rely upon the recom- 
mendations that are made to us. That 
is what I have done in this case. In 
regard to the statement that McClellan 
is a henchman of Walter Webb, I can 
say positively that I know that such 
is not the case. It is not necessary for 
me to say how I know this, but I know 
it. If a mistake has heen made and 
it is proven that we have made a mis- 
take, I will be the first.man to suggest 
a reconsideration of the appointment.” 


Net Yet Completed. 

The work of examining and crediting 
the large number of checks’ with 
which payments of taxes were made 
on Monday, has not been completed by 
Tax Collector Gish, and it will take 
several days to finish the work. Yes- 


terday credit was given on the books 
for $9271.48 worth of these checks,

THE COUNTY WINS. 


DEMURRER TO HARPER & REYN- 
OLD’S COMPLAINT SUSTAINED. 


Judge Van Dyke Reverses the De- 
cision of the Justice Court in 
Which the Case Was Originally 
Brought—Not Much Money, but 
Lots of Principle Involved, — 


sini Van Dyke yesterday sustained 
the demurrer interposed by Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney James in behalf of the 
county to the amended complaint of the 
plaintiff in the case of Harper & Rey- 
nolds Company vs. the county of Los 
Angeles. The suit was brought origin-_ 
ally in the Township Justice Court, 
where a demurrer to the complaint was 
overruled. The case was then carried 
up to the Superior Court, and Justice 
Young's decision on the demurrer was 
reversed. The plaintiffs then filed an 
amended complaint, which was again 
demurred to, resulting in the order 
above mentioned being made yesterday 
in Department Four sustaining the sec- 
ond demurrer. 

The suit was brought to recover the 
purchase price of certain materials and 
hardware furnished by the plaintiff to 
a contractor named Grant, who was 
engaged during the year 1897 grading 
the Topango Cafion road for the county. 
The claim was originally for about 
$140, and the plaintiffs, it appears, failed 
to collect the money from Grant. They 
claimed in their complaint to have 
given notice to the county of Grant’s 
failure to pay, before demands for, the 
contract price had been allowed by the 

county. Arguing that such notice oper- 
otea as a garnishment against the 
county they filed their demand, which 
the Supervisors refused to allow..They 
then commenced suit in the endeavor 
to compel the county to pay the de- 
mand. In his opinion sustaining the 
last demurrer presented by Mr. James, 
Judge Van Dyke holds that the circum- 
stances set forth above do not entitle 
the plaintiff to sue the county or the 
Board of Supervisors alone, and thus 
compel the county to litigate the claim 
of plaintiff against the contractor. 


COFFER SETTLED UP. 


The Embezzsiement Charge 
Him Dismissed. 


The complaint against 
Coffer, 
a deed belonging to W. R. Bullock was 
dismissed yesterday morning by Justice 
Young at the instance of the complain- 
ing witness. Bullock called on the Dis- 
trict Attorney and stated that Coffer 
had not gone to Klondike as he had 
heard, but had turned up all right, 
after erading in The Times that a war- 
rant had been issued for his arrest, 
and had made a satisfactory explana- 
tion of his absence from the city. He 
said that their business relations had 
been adjusted satisfactorily to both 
parties and asked to have the complaint 
dismissed. 

Bullock did not say on what basis 

“settlement”? has been effected or how 
it happened that Coffer hastened to get 
the deed recorded as soon as it was 
turned over to him in trust. But since 
the complaining witness was unwilling 
to prosecute, the District Attorney de- 
cided to drop the case.

WANT MILITARY PROTECTION, 


The County Supervisors Make a For.- 
mal Appeal to Gov. Budd. 

The question of the: unprotected con- 
dition of Southern California in case of 
an attack by a Spanish war fleet was 
discussed yesterday morning at a meet- 
ing of the County Board of Supervisors. 
The members of the board felt inclined

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE CALLS 
NEW LEGISLATION. 


Resolutions Adopted Calling the At- 
tention of Congress to the In- 
adequacy of the Present Laws, 
Arrangements for the Next An- 
nual Convention of Dunkards, 


The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce :met yesterday after- 
noon. There were present the follow- 


ing directors: .Cass, Forman, Francis, 


Groff, Hawgood, Hooker, Klokke, Mc-

Director Newmark, in behalf of the 
joint committees on Railway’ and 


Transportation and Law and Législa- 


tion, to whom was referred the com- 
munication from the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, asking the cham- 
ber to endeavor to have the act. creat- 
ing it properly enforced, reported, of- 
fering the following resolution which, 
on motion, was unanimously adopted: 

‘Whereas, the provisions of the act of 
Congress of 1887, known as the Inter- 
state Commerce Act, have, by succes- 
sive judicial internretations, been so 
construed as to render them largely in- 
effectual, and given a significance 
widely different from that plainly in- 
tended by Congress at the time of their 
enactment; and, whereas, the authority 
of the commission created by the said 
act has, in consequence of the said ju- 
dicial decisions, been so greatly dimin- 
ished, and its usefulness as an agency 
in the proper regulation: of interstate 
commerce so seriously impaired as to 


| render its operations under the act of 


little or no benefit: and, whereas, the 
conditions surrounding the conduct of 
interstate railway transportation ur- 
gently require some form of govern- 
mental regulations; therefore be it

The following extract from the West- 

ern Mail of Cardiff, Wales, quoting the 
Permanent secretary of the British 
aBoard of Trade. is reprinted in a re- 
port from the United States Consul at 
Cardiff: 
* “Sir Courtenay Boyle's annual report 
fontains’' some pertinent comments on 
the present working of the companies’ 
@ct by John Smith, inspector-general of 
Companies’ liquidation. Its provisions 
in many respects are totally inadequate, 
and some of tne suggestions for their 
Temedy which he makes in his pres- 
ent report will no doubi be taken into 
the earnest consideration of the com- 
mission now engaged in investigating 
the acti. At present it’is impossible to 
discover whether companies are volun- 
tarily wound up for the purpose of 
amalgamation or reconstruction or are 
insolvent; and, as this is a matter of 
great public importance, he suggests 
that when a company has duly passed a 
resolution to wind up voluntarily, the 
liquidation of such company = shall, 
within six months of the date of the 
commencement of the winding up, fur- 
Mish to the registrar a return certified 
by him setting forth: 

“(1) The amount of the capital sub- 
@cribed, called up, and paid in cash re- 
Bpectively. 

*“(2) The amount of capital issued to 
Vendors and others as paid up other- 
wise than in cash. 

“(3) The amount of. the liabilities of 
the company. distinguishing liabilities 
On debentures, on mortgages other 
than debentures, and unsecured liabili- 
ties. 

“(4) A copy of any resolution which 
had at the date of the commencement 
of the winding up been. passed by the 
company for amalgamating or recon- 
Structing, or for the sale of the assets 
to a new company. . 

“A further question of still greater 
Importance, he considers, is whether 
the sanction of the court should not in 
@ll cases be required before any resolu- 
tion for winding up becomes effectual. 

“The present system, under which 
liquidations are withdrawn from the 
cognizance of the court, unless special 
cause for its interference is established 
by some of the parties interested, ap- 
pears to him to be open to the f®llow- 
ing objections, viz: 

“(1) It throws upon creditors or 
shareholders, who may know nothing of 
the proceedings of the company or of 
the causes of its failure, the onuS of 
@stdblishing a prima facie case of 
fraudulent conduct, whereas what is 
required: by them is merely an inde- 
pendent inquiry. Moreover, it involves 
consequences which practically 
penal in their character upon persons 
applying to the court, by rendering 
them liable not only for the costs of the 
application, but for the costs of the 
Company, if on any ground they are 
unsuccessful. 

*“(2) It necessarily involves an un- 
due control over the proceedings on 
the part of those who are primarily re- 
ponsible for the failure of the com- 


pany. 

“(3) It encourages the practice, 
which has greatly increased of late 
years, by which those who are responsi- 
ble for the management of the com- 
pany denude it of all available assets 
by means of mortgages and debentures 
given in anticipation of winding up. 
Where all the assets are thus disposed 
of, and where a receiver is appointed 
on behalf of the secured creditors, the 
ordinary creditors and _ shareholders, 
knowing that they have nothing to

anxiety attending such a course; and 
even when they have done so, the court 
has felt itself compelled to refuse the 
application on the ground that they 
have practically no interest in the liqui- 
dation.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

OIL OF CORN. Vegetable oils are 
being manufactured powadays from 
many new sources, which were not 
thought of a few years ago, or at least 
were not manufactured on a commer- 
cial scale. Thus, we have nowadays 
large supplies of vegetable oil from 
peanuts, cotton seed, sunflower, mus- 
tard and many other plants. One of 
the latest sources of supply for oil is 
Indian corn. It is possible that with 
improved machinery the manufacture 
of this oil may become so improved 
as to relieve the corn market, and im- 
prove the price of that cereal. 

All the oleaginous substance or fat 
of Indian corn is contained in the em- 
bryo or germ. There are many varie- 
ties of the grain, and some contain 
more oil than others. Some contain in 
the embryo or germ as much oil as can 
be found in Northwestern flaxseed. The 
corn oi], Same as linseed oil, can he 
extracted under a pressure of 4000 
pounds to the square inch, by means of 
hydraulic pressure, leaving as residual 
matter about 15 per cent. of oil in the 
cake, which is much appreciated by 
stock feeders, although this feed stuff 
is not quite so rich in protein as that 
in linseed and cottonseed cakes. 

An exchange says: 

“Whether extracted by pressure or 
percolating process at different stages 
of temperature, the corn oil thus ob- 
tained has always a peculiar odor, 
Which is very intense in some cases, and 
a strong maize flavor, which it is im- 
possible to entirely eliminate by the 
usual methods of refining cottonseed, 
linseed, or any other vegetable oils.’ 

“The color may be lighter, the chloro- 
phyll less abundant, the smell less ac- 
centuated in some. varieties of corn 
than in others, but the strong maize 
flavor, which is sui generis, exists al- 
Ways, although not to the same extent 
in all the varieties of Indian corn, an? 
in the crude oil manufactured from it. 

“If in a glass vessel containing tepid 
water we piace a few grains of Indian 
corn as above described, then cover 
the vessel and agitate occasionally. 
watching closely the softening effect 
of the water and agitation, we fina 
after a period of six hours that the 
skin or pellicle of the grain bursts: 
next. the white interior starchy part, 
Which is loaded with albuminoids. 
swells up, loosening the embryo. or 
grerm from its starchy encasement. and 
finaly the oleaginous princinle or germ 
becomes easily detachable. Tsolate 
the embryo or germ frem all its other 
constituents of the grain and you get 
the corn oil element: separate the 
starch from the germ and you get. an 
important article of diet, or corn 
“flour,” while the corn starch needs no 
for its laundering proper: 

es. 

“As a rule, the market value of a 
vegetable oil in its crude state is gov- 
erned by the extent and importance 
of its domestic uses or industrial ap- 
plications. These are the. prime fac- 
tors which regulate the demand, and 
can be classified as follows in the or- 
der of their respective importance: 

“1. As a clean fat in soap making. 

“2: As an edible for table uses. 

“3. As a burning oil for illuminating 
purposes. 

“4. As a paint oil for its siccative 
properties, 

“5. As to its solubility in alcohol for 
perfumers’ uses. 

“6. As to its emulsifying power for 
medicinal purposes. 

“In its crude state and such as ob- 
tained from direct pressure from the 
germs, the apovlications of crude corn 
oil are limited to the manufacture of 
soft Soaps, the preparation of leather, 
and the scouring of wool. Its tendency 
to darken in the soap kettle. the low 
melting point of its fatty acids. small 
percentage of slycerine and absence of 
stearin preclude its application to the 
manufacture of white and hard soaps. 

“As an edible and for culinary. pur- 
poses, the strong maize taste and. flaver 
of crude corn oil prevent its anplication 
in places where olive, cottonseed, poppy 
and peanut oil are in favor. 

“As a paint oil, crude corn oil having 
no siccative properties, it cannot take 
the place of drving oils such as linseed, 
poppy and walnut oils. 

“Its lack of solubility in alcohol does 
not permit its uSe in place of castor oll. 
and as to its fitness for illuminating 
purposes it is out.of the question. its 
lack of combustibility preventing it. 

“So it is evident that the commer- 
cial uses and industrial applications of 
crude corn oil are necessary limited to 
its value as a clean fat in soap-making, 
wool scouring and leather preparing. 

“The same cannot be said, however, 
of a corn oil that has been carefully re- 
fined: as in its refined condition the 
valuable characteristics of this vegeta- 
ble oil can be fully developed, most of 
its objectionable features eliminated, its 
siccativity increased almost to the ex- 
tent of that of poppy oil and its com- 
mercial value thereby greatly en- 
hanced.”

INDEPENDENT MILITARY COMPANY 
TO BE FORMED. 


Two Burglaries * Attempted. but 


Neither Was Successful—Fuaneral 
of Miss Janes—Electric Railway 
Sold—Two Miles of Flags. 


PASADENA, April 27.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The Americus Club meeting, 
held this evening in the Recorder’s Court- 
room was attended by upwafd of fifty men, 
and President Dobbins occupied the chair. 
The meeting was held principally to discuss 
the matter of forming an independent. mil- 
itary company chiefly from amcng the mem- 
bers of the Americus Club, to’ tecoms 
familiar with tbe use of firearms, and to be 
a strictly military company, ready in an 
emergency to respond to call for troops, to 
act as home guards, to respond to any por- 
tion of California to do whatever duty Was 
requisite if called upon, and later, if their 
Services were needed in any capacity by the 
government, to be in read:ness for action. 

It was the consensus of opinicn that any 
able-bodied man, regardless of politics, could 
become a member of the independent com- 
pany by being voted in and swearing al- 
legiance to the United States. The idea is 
to have a company well drilled and 
equipped; and as the State cannot at ths 
time furnish the equipments, that they be 
obtained either by voluntary subscriptions of 
Pasadenans who have a pride in the famous 
marching club, or by some other means yer 
to be devised by the committee. 

About a dozen members of the club spoke 
on the subject, and by an unanimcus vote 
it was decided to form such a company, and 
accordingly a committee of seven consisting 
of J. W. Wood, J. C. Brainerd, C. W. Bell, 
James Campbell, Heman Dyer, Heary Ramel, 
and Calvin Hartwell were appointed a Mil- 
itary Committee, to formulate a plan of or- 
ganization. The company will drill at least 
once each week, and oftener if it is found 
necessary to have the gmen in Arst-class con- 
ot a to respond to any- call that might be 

ade, 

The following men were elected to mem- 
bership in the Americus Club: .

MILITARY PREPARATIONS OCCUPY- 
ING PUBLIC ATTENTION, 


Ebanks, the Oceanside Mur- 
derer, to Be Sentenced for the 
Fourth Time—Exeondido Water 
Toll Declared, Invalid.

SAN DIEGO, April 27.—[{Regular Corre- 


spondence.] Orders were received last night 


by Capt. R. V. Dodge from Col. John R. 
Berry, directing him to recruit Co. B up to 
160 men, in order to provide for the main- 
tenance of the National Guard at the various 
armories, in case the full-sized compan.es 
are called to the front. The complement of 
Co. B under the Hull army reorganization 
act is three officers, fourteen non-commis- 
sioned officers and eighty-four privates, mak- 
ing 101 men in all. At present there are 
eighty-eight men in the company, thirty hav- 
ing enlisted during the present month. 

Last night the thirty new men met for 
their first drill. Competent drill-masters 
took them in hand for an hour, and all made 
good progress, giving additional evidence 
of the fact that Americans take readily to 
army tactics and military operations. All 
the company will be ordered out very soon 
by Capt. Dodge to go through a rigid drill. 

O1.D VETS READY TO FIGHT. 

The old boys of Heintzelman Post, G.A.R., 
met last night, and adopted a resolution of- 
fering their services to the President and 
Governor in case they are needed. Leint- 
zelman Post numbers many able-bodied men, 
of excellent training, who, while not ac- 
tually going to the front as fighters, could 
do great good by training younger men. 
Datus E. Coon Post, composed of another 
large body of veterans, will mect tonight to 
take a similar step. 

GUARDS AND BICYCLE CORPS. 

The list of home guards is rapidly swell- 
ing. The committee appointed to effect an 
organization will meet tonight, and will per- 
fect a plan of organization. The whole force 
will consist of 500 men, to be divided into 
companies, under command of one general 
officer and five captains. 

Last night the wheelmen met and organ- 
ized by electing L. A. Blochman chairman 
and C. W. Judd secretary. About one hun- 
dred names will be secured toward organ- 
izing a bicycle corps to codperate with the 
Home Guards. A Committee on Permanent 
Organization was appointed, and at another 
meeting tonight the permanent organization 
will be effected. The wheelmen will be 
armed with rifles, to be strapped to their 
wheels, and with the speed of travel it is 
expected that the bicycle corps will prove of 
great value in case of a raid on the border, 
or in scouting and messenger work. 

EBANKS TO HANG AGAIN. 

Joe Ebanks, the long-lived murderer of 
Mrs. Stiles and her aged father, Mr. Bor- 
den, is about to be sentenced for the fourth 
time. This case, more than that of Dur- 
rant, ilustrates the farcical laws which are 
so manipulated as to make a laughing-stock 
of the courts and officers. With solemnity 
and formality, Ebanks has been ordered 
swung into eternity, but his attorneys have 
had him swung back aga‘tn with apparent 
ease. Now that the Supreme Court has 
finally ground out an opinion in the case, 
it may be that Ebanks will swing, but it 
will be so long after his diabolical crime 
that most of the people reading of the case 
will wonder why the State took the life of 
the poor mulatto. He is likely to get more 
sympathy than. righteous condemnation. 

hanks is a sailor—a est Indian mu- 
latto. He tramped from this port up the 
road, and from the railroad trestle saw a 
tent down on the beach, at the Mussel Beds, 


twelve miles north of Oceanside. He saw a 
woman in front of the tent, apparently 
alone. Ebanks forthwith went down, and 


finding an old man there, in blind fury shot 
and killed both the man and woman, shoct- 
ing each through the body and then sending 
another bullet through them as they Jay 
before him. Hastily hiding h‘s revolver in 
the brush in the caficn, he took the wagon 
road parallel with the railroad, and after 
walking a mile or so overtook h's com- 
panion, whom he had left on the railroad 
track entirely ignorant eof what had cc- 
curred, 

The murders occurred on September 10. 
1895. Ebanks was sentenced to hang April 
6, 1896. He was sentenced again on Sep- 
tember 30, 1897. and agaih on November 5. 
Now Judge Torrance has directed the Sheriff 
to bring Ebanks back from the penitentiary. 
to be sentenced on May 6 for the fourth and 
perhaps the last time. Each imposition of 
sentence after the first has cost the pcople 
several hundred dollars.

A LOS ANGELES BATTERY. 
This 


City to Farnish Part of the 

California Artillery. 

One of the batteries of heavy artillery 
included in the quota from this State 
under the call of the President for vol- 
unteers is being organized in this city. 
To Capt. Henry Steere has been given 
the duty of enlisting the members of 
this organization, and the work was 
commenced yesterday. When it be- 
came known that California was to be 
called upon for artillery, the military 
authorities of the State at once began 
preparations for he organization of 
commands of that branch of the serv- 
ice, for there were no artillery regi- 
ments in the State. The announcement 
Was not made known where these sev- 
eral commands would be organized, 
and it was not known that Los Angeles 
Was to have the honor of furnishing 
one of them until yesterday, when 


Brig.-Gen. Last received an inquiry as| 


to his ability to form a battery of 
heavy artillery within his brigade. His 
answer was a prompt affirmative and 
soon afterward he received orders to 
proceed with the organization. Capt. 
Henry Steere was designated in the 
orders as the commander of the bat- 
tery, and was given full authority to 
enlist men for his command. He opened 
a recruiting office for that purpose at 
No. 143 West Fifth street, where mus- 
ter rolls were opened. Before the place 
was closed for the night 120 of the 200 
men needed had enlisted, and before 
noon today the others will have been 
secured. 

The battery is being enlisted as a 
part of the National Guard and until it 
fs reénlisted into the service of the gov- 
ernment, which will be but a few days, 
it will be a part of the First Brigade. 
The other officers have not been se- 
lected. There will be in addition to the 
captain, one first lieutenant, two second 
lieutenants, and the non-commissioned 
officers will consist of twenty-two ser- 
reants and ten corporals, The recruits 
are being selected ‘rom among those of 
the applicants who might reasonably 
expect to pass the physical examina- 
tion required in the United States 
army. Of course such perfection as is 
there required is not demanded, but 
as a weak man physically would be of 
little service in a hattery of heavy ar- 
tillery, all such who apply are told to 
enlist in the infantry companies. 


KILLED AT HUENEME. 


R. B. Brewr of This City Falls from 
a Roof cf Ninety Feet High. 

R. B. Brown, 2 carpenter whose home 
was at No. 751 South Hill street, in this 
city, Was instantly xilled yesterday aft- 
ernoon by falling from one of the build- 
ings of the new  beet-sugar factory 
which is being erected at Hueneme. He 
was working near ‘he comb of the roof 
of one of the highest buildings of the 
plant, and no one knows just how he 
happened to fall. The other workmen 
Were some distance away on another 
part of the building. Their attention 
was called to him by a sudden cry, 
and the man nearest him turned in 
time to see him fall. He struck the 
ground, ninety feet. below, on his head, 
and when assistanve reached him he 
was dead. The Coroner of Santa Bar- 
bara county was notified. 

The family of the deceased was noti- 
fied of the accident by wire and later 
they were given the particulars over 
the long-distance telephone. The re- 
mains will arrive here today at noon, 
and will be taken to Bresee Bros.’ un- 
dertaking establishment, from which 
place the funeral will take place Fri- 
day afternoon at _ 2:30 o'clock. The Ma-

. Mr. Brown was 50 years of age and 
had been a resident of this city for a 
number of years. He leaves a widow 
and one son and daughter, both of 
whom are employed by the telephone 
company.
